Safeguard the Schools. 


(*• Rccenl happenings in connection wilh school aflairs in New 
Bedford, Mass., emphasize (lie need of the utmost care in 
keeping the schools free from political influences and jangling 
of any sort. The public school system is a human institution 
and, as such, is subject to the vicissitudes of all human affairs; 
but il is something that should be handled with especial care 
lo protect il against unseemly discord and anything approach- 
ing wrangling. 


This is something which should be and is very generally 


understood, but occasionally school authorities, citizens, and 
even pupils, get into a jangle over some mailer of compara- 
tively little importance and conditions arise that are far from 
creditable to (he schools or the communities in which Ihe out- 
breaks occur. 


In New Bedford mailers reached such a stage that the mayor 


of the city issued a sfatemcnl in which he declared that a "dan- 
gerous tendency" was manifesting itself, a tendency "liable 
to lead lo mob rule." The trouble, according lo the mayor, 
was lhat When the school board attempted to dispense wilh the 
services of the school superintendent and the principal of ihe 
high school certain citizens interfered, and the result was a 
silualion highly embarrassing lo (he school authorities and the 
people of the cily. The mayor charged the meddling cilizeas 
wilh "fostering a spirit of disregard for the law" and with "in- 
stilling among Ihc pupils a contempt for constituted aulh- 
orily." 


Those were serious charges, and il is lo be presumed dial 


they were not idly made by Ihe man at the head of the cily 
government. 
His stalement showed that he was deeply dis- 


turbed and anxious to bring Ihe trouble lo an end for Ihc gooc 
of (lie school department and the good of the cily. 


At (his distance not all the details of the silualion can be 


grasped, bill it is easy lo understand that an upheaval in the 
school department is one of the worst things thai can happen 
lo any community. 
If anything needs to run smoothly it 15 


the machinery of Ihe public school system. 
This does no 


mean thai there never must be criticism, which is as permissi- 
ble and healthful in connection with the schools as in any 
other line of municipal activity. 
But there should be studied 


care to avoid anything like a rupture in school affairs and the 
engendering of bad blood among old or young. 


There are many communities that have had Iheir experience 


in (his line, and il is one Ihey do nol care lo repeal. After the 
(rouble has blown over il is recognized on all sides lhat pre- 
vention would have been belter than cure, and the grealesi 
good that ever came out of such a ruplurc is the resolve Ilia! 
it shall never happen again. 


The public schools touch intimately all Ihe citizens of a city 


or lowu and are something to be scrupulously safeguarded 
against any and all influences that can detract in the least fron 
iheir successful functioning. 
If shortcomings are discovcrec 


they should be promptly corrected, without 110159 and wilhbul 
ado. These will be received in the proper spirit by school 
oflicials and teachers worthy of (heir positions, and, as a rule, 
the result will be smooth sailing for one of the most imporlanl 
departments of municipal life. 
A school "row," or anything 


resembling if, is one of the worst things that can befall any 
community, large or small.
